Hendayt, France, at the Spanish

Franco's general offensive entered 
. its decisive phase today, with mass- 
ed armies striking down the main 
highway to Barcelona and the Ebro 
valley to the sea after having taken 
two immediate objectives, Lerida 
and Gandesa. 


In the fourth week of the offen- 


sive and the twenty-first month of 
the Spanish civil war, the insurgent 
legions drove into the vital strong- 
hold of the 
government 
militia. 


They 
were campaigning 
to cut 


Spain in' two and capture the seat 
of the government, Barcelona. 


General Garcia Valino's Navar- 


rese corps and the Italian Black Ar- 
row division moved against the 
village of Chcrta. about six miles 
above Tortosa. which looks down 
on the Mediterranean, after having 
pushed 
southeast 
from 
Gandesa 


yesterday. 


General Juan Yague's Moorish 


corps, after entering Lerida last 
night, threw out advance guards on 
the road to Barcelona, 80 miles to 
the east, while mopping up the last 
bitter resistance within Lerida. 


Move Toward Border 


On either side of these two main 


lines of attack, the wings of Gen- 
eral Franco's widespread 
forces 


swept towards the Pyrenees fron- 
tier with France in the north, and 
towards the Mediterranean coast in 
the southeast, menacing Catalonia 
with isolation and conquest. 


The government yielded Lerida. 


historic key to Catalonia, after ter- 
rible hand-to-hand fighting. It had 
held the besieged fortress for a full 
week after Franco's troops entered 
the province March 27. 


Yague's troops, surrounding the 


city, faced a violent counter-attack 
at 6 p. m. Sunday as they proceed- 
ed with the occupation. Twenty 
government tanks and a body of 
10,000 men advanced along the right 
bank of the Segre river through 
Lerida. and collided with the Moors 
and foreign legionnaires. 


The insurgents held firm under 


the assault, pushed back the militia 
and took possession -of the key 
points of the city, running up their 
flag "in the cathedral tower. 


Most of City Taken 


Insurgent tanks and armored cars 


rumbled through the city, shedding 
a blaze of machine-gun fire on the 
houses 
and the winding streets 


where the militia still fought 


This morning. 
insurgent dis- 


patches said, virtually the entire 
city was occupied, although some 
points of resistance remained, and 
the insurgent troops fanned out. 
taking villages on either side of 
the Barcelona highway just east of 
Lerida. 


The militia still waged guerrilla 


warfare against the insurgent ad- 
vance guard, striving to slow the 
advance until the new government 
line of defense could be reinforced, 
between Balaguer and Borfas, cut- 
ting the highway about 12 miles to 
the east 


The exodus to France of govern- 


mental refugees, military and civil- 
ian alike, persisted.

House bill: A modified form of

Senate committee: The corpora- 


tion would fall in a special category 
of corporations having net income 
under $25,000 a year.

of tax credits. Its tax 


would be $1,530. 


Another Illustration 


Here is a similar comparison for 


a corporation having a $100,000 net 
income. 


Present law: If it distributed no 


profits, the corporation would pay 
income and undistributed profits 
taxes totaling $31,503. If all its pro- 
fits were distributed, it would pay 
$15,840. 


House bill: The c o r p o r a t i o n 


would pay between 16 and 20 per 
cent on its income, depending on 
the amount of profits distributed. 
It it distributed none, it would pay 
the top rate, or $20.000. If it dis- 
tributed all its profits, it would pay 
the minimum, or $16,000. 


Senate bill: The company would 


pay a flat 18 per cent without the 
credits allowed corporations having 
less than S25.000 net income. Its tax 
thus would be $18,000.

And what are we doing about it 


all here? We are doing nothing. In- 
credible as it sounds, the New Deal 
does not have any program, good, 
bad, or indifferent, which even pre- 
tends to have any relation to the 
economic crisis.

Cannot Afford To 
Waste Time On Trifles 
The crisis has now become in- 
tensified to a point where ordinary 
remedies will not cure it. Three 
months ago a few fairly simple 
measures, taken promptly and un- 
hesitatingly, 
might have 
been 


enough. A revision of the tax laws, 
a settlement of two or three feuds, 
a modification of some wage rates, 
a moderate increase of public ex- 
penditures—these things might then 
have been adequate. Today they are 
still necessary. But they are not 
enough. 


There must be something more, 


and 
that something is a general 


recognition that there really is a 
critical emergency, and that for the 
duration of it, there must be re- 
established once more the kind of 
national unity which was achieved 
in 1933 and the kind of energetic 
leadership which Mr. Roosevelt 
gave to the nation in his first hun- 
dred days. Measures are necessary 
but without a reconciliation of fac- 
tional differences and a revival of 
national spirit they will be of no 
avail. 


We cannot afford to waste our 


time and our energy at this time on 
such comparative trifles as the re- 
organization bill and on the ques- 
tion of who is to investigate the 
personal quarrel in T. V. A. We can 
afford to do nothing less than to 
fix our whole attention upon the 
serious crisis which is in the mak- 
ing, and to forget .all other issues 
until the crisis is resolved.

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THE RELIEF CIHSELER 


From several points in Wisconsin dur- 


ing the past two weeks have come reports 
of city and county officers taking chisel- 
ers on relief to the bars of justice. Such 
action has been a long time in coming, 
but it may be expected to come with 
greater frequency now until all chiselers 
have been cleaned out. The season for it 
is simply that the problem of relief is be- 
coming more and more local both as to 
financing and supervision. 


In the early days of lush federal spend- 


ing there was in many counties a strong 
incentive to get on relief. The county 
and city officials knew that if they failed 
to use their quota one month they would 
face a reduction the following month. In 
one nearby county the story is told of 
large shipments of surplus commodities 
being received. The quantities apparent- 
ly squared with what the federal authori- 
ties thought could be used in a township 
requiring a certain amount of cash relief. 
The town officers having no legitimate use 
for more than a fourth of the flour and 
pork shipped in, but fearing to return any 
of the supplies, peddled it out to all com- 
ers including merchants and others. 


It is small wonder with leniency and 


laxity the rule for several years that large 
numbers of persons were taught to take 
•what relief .they could get with perhaps 
little thought of chiseling. It was to be 
expected too that such habits would con- 
tinue until some drastic action was taken 
to uproot them. Now with local money 
largely paying the bills, supervision is 
fcound to improve. There are few town 
- officers who do not have very clear ideas 
about -who are or are not chiselers in 
their towns. In cities the situation is 
: somewhat different, but we would be 
.'.fliuch surprise'd if relief workers were 
not able to point to the proper persons 
for investigation without much time for 
study. 


It is now time for every county and 


every city to re-examine relief lists with 
care. For the deserving on relief the sup- 
plies are none too good or too plentiful. 
Every chiseler who is carried on the relief 
rolls is not only living free on the tax- 
payers, but is reducing the amount of 
aid that might be given to those in desper- 
ate need. With local funds being used to 
pay the costs the incentive to permit 
chiseling has largely disappeared. The re- 
lief chiseler is on the way out and his 
departure cannot come too soon. 


DUDE RANCHING 


Word from the great open spaces is that 


what is left of the old West is turning 
rapidly from cattle to dudes. With plains 
ruined by the plow, and free land gone, 
there is still many a prosperous ranch in 
Wyoming and neighboring slates. There 
is grazing in the hill country for horses, 
and there are scenery and healthful ex- 
ercise for effete "dudes" from the East, 
with rodeos and camping trips, hunting 
and fishing, and enough real horsemen 
and old-timers to give color and flavor 
even to a synthetic ranch.

when other resources fail! 


It is a well developed industry now,

COST OF CONQUEST 


The political situation in Japan runs true 


to form. The military group that started 
the war in China, after several weeks of 
bitter struggle in Tokyo, lias turned the 
government into a complete military dic- 
tatorship. This is what happens nowadays, 
whether the fact is admitted or not, when 
any country gets into a serious war. 
But 


in Japan the dictatorship goes much far- 
ther than it would in England or America. 


The change was made against the unit- 


ed opposition of the leading political par- 
ties in Japan. The majority in Parlia- 
ment did not want the war against China, 
and it was launched over their heads by 
the imperialists in command of the arrny 
and navy. Apparently, the longer the 
war lasted and the more deeply Japan be- 
came involved, the less the party leaders 
liked it. But they could not stem the tide. 
Further opposition would subject them 
not only to charges of treason but to the 
political assassination which in late years' 
has so often broken a deadlock in Tokyo. 


The army budget for this year is $1,- 


400,000,000. With the naval budget, the 
money cost of the war this year may be 
$2,000,000,000. That is probably as much 
for Japan as $20,000.000,000 or $30,000,000,- 
000 would be for us. 


From the way the Chinese are holding 


out and protracting the war, it seems cer- 
tain that Japan will wreck herself finan- 
cially, if not politically, before she gets 
through with it.

EXCITEMENT ON THE SUN 


Maybe we think we have strange go- 


ings-on here on Earth, but matters, are not 
exactly normal on the sun. Astronomers 
at Mt. Wilson observatory reported a short 
time ago a new flaming cloud or promi- 
nence shooting out beyond the sun's at- 
mosphere to a record-breaking distance. 


The cloud was composed of hydrogen 


and calcium gas. It was blown out with 
tornado force and extended 970,000 miles 
beyond the sun's atmosphere. It was 85,- 
000 miles wide and was leaping 167,000 
miles high when its tongues were first 
sighted. Its speed then was 65 miles a 
second but soon jumped to 200 miles a 
second. 


This is just one of the phenomena ob- 


served which make the astronomers tell 
us that the sun is now passing through the 
period of "greatest disturbances" in the 
history of modern astronomy. 


If the scientists can 
only find out 


whether, and how, the sunspots affect ^hu- 
man behavior, and if civilization can live 
though its.present attack of self-inflicted 
violence, perhaps it will be possible to an- 
ticipate and counteract the influence of 
the next sunspot cycle, twenty-two years 
from now.

Pluto was found eight years ago. 


on a photograph taken through a 
telescope. It was named in honor of 
an ancient god who was supposed 
to have power over people in the 
underworld. 


The exact size of Pluto 


known. We do know, however, that 
it is not nearly so big as Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus or Neptune. If it 
had one-fourth of Jupiter's diame- 
ter, it could be seen plainly with 
large telescopes, despite its great 
distance. 


My friend. Prof. C. M. Huffer, of 


the University of Wisconsin observ- 
atory, says the 200-inch telescope 
now being built may, or may not. 


give us the means of learning the 
exact size- of Pluto. 


"If Pluto has a diameter as great 


as 10.000 miles." said Professor Huf- 
fcr. "the 200-inch telescope will 
help in measuring it. 'On the other 
hand, if Pluto has a diameter as 
small as 2,000 miles, the new tele- 
scope will not make it possible to 
obtain an exact measurement." 


Until the exact facts ar? learned, 


we may say the planet Pluto prob- 
ably is not much larger than the 
earth.' and it may be smaller. Pos- 
sibly it is as small as Mars or Mer- 
cury. 


Pluto is not always the same dis- 


tance from the sun.'In some years it 
is farther away than others. tlts av- 
erage distance from the sun has 
been estimated 
at 
3,700.000,000 
miles. 


What does ' that figure 
mean? 


Perhaps we can answer best by im- 
agining an airplane trip from the 
sun to the earth, then on to Pluto. 


We have airplanes which can 


travel 400 miles an hour. Let • us 
suppose one of them could speed 
from the sun to the earth. To reach 
us, the plane would need to keep 
going about 26 and a half years. In 
that time, it would cover close to 
93.000,000 miles. 


To speed from the sun to Pluto, 


the airplane would have to travel 
about 1.056 years. 
The 
aviator 


would be a little bit old by the time 
he got to Pluto!
